And your 
people are so poor that they sleep on the footpath. He will tell them that our 
country is very big, we have a lot of population, we have attained freedom 
recently, that's why it will take time to make its economy. 


Even then, when they don't listen, then he will tell them, you live in high rise 
building, But, sleeping pills are required. Why is that so? 


Because people in our country believe in god. The general public have faith in an 
enlightened God So many people with an event based on belief in god or Lord 
Ram 


He will see on his head how many loads he is carrying, he will run here and sit on 
the banks of the Ganges. This is Dharma, which is the backbone of our country, 
which Swamiji has told, this is important. And our saints have proven this very 
well so far, that there is a great need for education on Dharma and spirituality.

Students. In our India, what has happened to us that we are wandering to take 
something from others? If we hold on to the truth in our Vedas, Upanishads and 
Puranas, our saints have told us all this. We have to learn from other countries. 
Swamiji says, whatever he says, from other countries, we don't have to learn 
anything from others. 


He is dead. We are ready to learn. Our Sri Ramakrishna says, As long as | live, so 
long do | learn. We will learn as long as we live. This is correct. This is the feeling 


of the educators. But we also have to give something. In our Veda Upanishad, 
you will see that your foreigners come to us and create a commotion. 


Why do they come? They come to learn Dharma. Because, you know, we are not 
all Dnarmis. We are not all Dharmatma. But even now, there will be a handful of 
people who have given up Dharma in their lives. They keep roaming around to 
learn. So, you think about it. The things we have are very precious. We should 
also try to learn them. 


This is not just that. A sadhu told me, there is a point. They used to come and 
learn with us. If we would start discussing our Vedic Upanishads or our Puranas 
now and try to bring them out into the world, then people will upon us and we 
will continue our life since our parents do not give portion of the time to their 
children.

The second thing is that one of our sadhus, such an intrafake 
dialogue took place in Bengal. Some sadhus of Bengal say that the responsibility 
of sadhus has increased.

responsibility of the sadhus to teach them, to teach the children, to teach the 
parents, to teach others. 


Swami ji once told the responsibility to the sadhus. Swami ji meditated for three 
days in Vivekananda rock. 


At that time, Swamiji says, When we, our people, are not able to eat, M. T. 
Stomach, There is no Dharma in a hungry stomach. He says to his Guru, Sri 
Ramakrishna Dev Satchi, There is no Dharma in a hungry stomach. So, how to fill 
the stomach? That's why Swamiji went to America to try this. He used to think 
that our sadhus, all of them, who roam all over India, those who, Madhukari, we 
were just hearing, he used to teach them a little bit of religious knowledge.
